Nom-Co ## : this is his diffcrentia, his eſſentiall 
difference, his cſſentiall quality. A Pariten is akind 
of Proteſtant, For he will be tryed by the Scriptures 
concerning his faith, and his Chriſtian moral life, fo 
farreas his Spirit will endure the text. But the ſcrip- 
tures deduccable ſencc in Eſſentials, Efſentiats, Eh. 
cients, Finals, SubicAs, Effeas,and their Modalities, 
being oppoſiteto his tenets, confougds this Pro- 
feffor, and oyerthrowes his Chaire: but he aſham'd 
to forſake his ſeducing profeſſion a long time vehe- 
mently clamorous, taketh faſt hold only on the let- 
ter, and chapter of the text- So then this Purzter is 
a ſullen fallacie ofthe reformed Church: being con- 
futed, he will not learne to turne: ſtill he is pure, not 
really, but in his owne ſuppoſe.

God did regard vs with a Saviour, in that he did re- 
gard the Blefſed Virgin witha Sonne, anda Sa vi- 
our, therefore wee ſay the Magnificat, Vee ſhalbe 
ſaucd by the fame faith, as old Simon was, therefore 
we ſay Nanc dimittis. ln the Letany we pray to be 
delivered from finne, and puniſhment, And how 
muſt Chriſtians pray for to bee delivered, but by 
Chriſts agonie, and bloody ſwear,&c?- And is this 
ſwearing, or coniuring ?Is praying in the Winter, 
to be deliuered trom thunder,and lightning ,vnnece(- 
laric? Lightning,and thunder are Gods ſecret judge- 
ments :he may afflit ſinners withthem in the Win- 
rer : thoughnaturallyſummer beethetime for thoſe 
terrifying Meteors: but becauſe they are Gods ſecret 
iudgments, therefore we Pray alwaies for delive- 
rance. Is praying for thecues, and whores vnlawſull, 
the one being included in all men, travayling by land, 
or by waterz che other being included in all women 
labouring with child? Our Sauior faith,that his Hea- 
venly Father is mercifull to the inſt, and vninft, and 
that all Gods people mnſt beſo mercifull, 2174, 5. 
48.&c: And S'Pax! faith, doegood unto all.Gal: 6.10, 
and therefore we muſt pray for all. On Trinity Sun- 
day we pray to bee delivered from all adverlity ;and 
iris thus in the Lords praier: Defizer ws from all exill:

LF: 14.2 2.A7.15.32, FOr confirmation 
is a Principle of the doftrine of Chriſt next to bap- 
tiſme, Heb: 6.1.2. Therefore S. Peter,and S . John did 
pray , & impoſe hands to confirme the Church with 
the holy Ghoſt 42: 8. 17. And litle Children being 
more weake in the ſlate Grace, then ſuch Converts, 
muſt neceflarily be confirmed by the Biſhop,the A- 
poſtle of the Dioceſſezthough not by miraculous,ye# 
by ſeven of the holy Ghoſts gifts. We muſt pray for 
the dead.

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St Paul did finne after baptiſme, Rom:7, This is a per- 
fe keeper of Gods law, Thus he isa Papiſt, ButS, 
Paul could not doe the good, which he would, but the 
evill which he would not, His opinion is, that a Chri- 
tian ſinning after baptiſme is damned.Our Reformed 
faith is; That by the grace of God, he may Repent, 
and amwend:and thus S. John we confe fie our ſinnes, 
he will forgiue.x.tobn 1.

He is a wildernefle of pureneſſe, 
His opinionis , that Idolatry cannot beereformed 
without pulling downe of Churches.But King Heze- 
kich commanded the Levites to ſanttifie the houſe of 
the Lord,and to carryforth the filthineſſe ous of the 
ſanituary ec. 2. Chron. 29.5. And our Saviour 
whip ws buyers,and ſellers out of the Temple: though 
it was prophan'd, yet without any pulling downe, 
he calls it zhe hoaſe of prayer, Mat,2 1.12.13. This P#- 
ritan ſinnes againſtthe 35. Article, atthe 1. homily, 
which teacheth a decent keeping ofthe Church,

Scripture, Shee is the pillar and ground of truth 1. 
Tim.3.15. tothe vnlearned,to the catec!uſed,to the 
vulgar vnderſtanding: then S, 482»//7ne being an in- 
fant in faith, beleeues,qu# drxit Ecclteſie,becaulethe 
church did teach him to beleeue. As long xs the 
church isrul'd by Scriptures, Shee cannot erre, hell 
gates cannot prevaile againſt her. Mat. 16.18, And 
therefore let allthings be done decently and.in order 
whatſocuer our well reformed church commands zo 
be done . Let the Prieſt weare the furpliſſe : lerlittle 
children to be baptized , haue their Godfathers and 
Godmothers,let the baptized be ſigned with the ſigne 
ofthe Croſſe, Let all communicanrs kneele reuerent- 
ly at receiuing the Zoyds Supper, Let all bow in ſo- 
lemne afſembliesat the name of Issvs, Let them 
that are to be married, be married with the Xzng. Let 
Holy. dayes be kept : Let the Lord bee praiſed vpon 
Church Organs, and on the Sabbath and Holy-dayes, 
thus let him bee magnified with the muſicall ſound 
of all Church-bells. Letthe dead be honorably baried, 
Youhaue alittle booke of Articles, which containes 
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ſcuen generalls, all our church-traditions, The firſt 
is concerning the church-yard, Vicarage-houſe, 
The ſecond is concerning the Miniſterie, divine ſer- 
vice, and Sacraments, The third is concerning Ec- 
clefiaſticall Courts. The fourth concerning School- 
maſters, The fife concerning the pariſh clearke, 
and Sexton, The ſrxt concerning the Pariſhioners, 
The ſeventh concerning church-wardens & Sjdes- 
men. Letall theſe things be doze For rhe doing of 
them well,doth honour God , aud ſaue your owne 
ſoules. Butif church-offenders are growne hard- 
hearted, ſtiffe-necked,ſftubborne,not to be reformed 
by neighbourly loue, good counſell, wholſome ex- 
horration: Dzc Ecclefie,tell the church. Forall things 
mnſtbe done Decently, and in order, which is my 
fourth part of text. 
Decently and in oydey, 

Here is the manner,how Gods command firſt, ſe- 
condly how the churches commanis to be obe yed, 
and this is Decentlyand in order: On the outſide by 
beauty, Decently, wirhin and without according ro 
rule, 1» order Nihil peruerſo ordine, vel per conten- 
tionemuel per inanem gloriem faciatis:lo S_Hierome 
vpon theſe words: where there is perverſeneſſe,oucr- 
thwarting faction, there is noe church-decencie: 
faQious contention, and vaine ſpirited glory is noe 
part ofthis church-order Nox #emere, non indecore, 
non inſanz, ordine conueniemte , (o S. Chryſoſtome. 
Not raſhneſſe, not vnſcemelines, not diſtemper is 
the decencyor order,that which is ſeemely,is church 
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decency, that which is conuenient is Church-order»- 
' Omnia cum pace,& diſciplini: lo S. Ambroſe, the 
peace of the church, this is church-decencie, the difci- 
pline of the church, this is church-order. The decen- 
cie ofthe churchis oppoſite to vanity to ſordidneſſe- 
to/#xaury.The order of the church is oppoſite to cox- 
faſion,and troubleſomene fie. So Parews. The decency 
of the Church is,that Gods temple ſhould be all glo- 
rious, at leaſt very conuenient, that church-veſlells, 
and the materiall parrs ofthe church be cleane, and 
comely : that the Prieſts veſtments be ſeemely: that 
all church actions publiqne, and priuate, be void of 
lightneſſc,and ſuperſtition: that church-teachers,and 
hearers behaue themſclues with divine gravity, mo- 
deſtie and piety, asit becometh them, that ſtand in 
the preſence of God,and his holy Angells. Church 
order giues every one his convenient place, to ſupe- 
Fas) cor placeszto equalls, equall places; to in- 
feriors,inferior places; to cuery church-neceſſary a 
neceſſary place, Order obſerues church-time as well 
as church-place,and it ſtaies not there, but appoints 
who ſhall be church-teachers, and who ſhall bee 
church-hearers,and to keepe both in order, there are 
appointed timesto pray, to preach, to ſing pſalmes, 
to catechiſe, ro communicate,to baptize, &c. Alatie 
caueatur,adificatio eceleſia, & fingulorum maxim? 
promoueatur: (o Parews. The tranſgreſſing of church- 
decencie,and order muſt beſhun'd: the edifying of 
the church and ofall inthe church muſt be carefully 
obſerucd. And we muſt goe a little farther: the beaw- 

tifung 
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tifying & honour of the Church muſt be carcfnlly re- 
garded: And wee muſt ona lirtlefarther, The able 
grations pradtiſe ofthe Charch muſt be preferred a- 
boue all the edifying, beaurifying, and externall ho- 
nour of the church. S. Hzerome ſaith,rhat there is no 
church-decency ,, no church-order, where is per- 
verſeneſſe, and diviſion : and therefore Thomas 
Cartwright was noetrue teacher of church-decency, 
and order,let this 2 1. dangerous points of do@rine, 
and his one and fifty vntraths, falſifying of Scrip- 
tures, fathers of che church, Hiſtoriographers,and 
other clafſicall Authors, be Witnefſc:as*tisobſerued 
by Dr whitguiftinhis booke againſt M, Cartwrighr. 
St Chryſoſtome laith where there is raſhnes, vnſeeme- 
lineſſe, diſtemper, that there is noe church-decencie, 
no church order, and therefore the preciſe ones 
are not teachers of church. decencie, and order: for 
they are raſh to thruſtthat vpon vs for true religion, 
which began atthe 250, yeareafter Chriſt, and was 
put downe by the firſt councell of Nice, S, Ambroſe 
ſaich that there is church-decency,where is the peace 
and the diſcipline of the church:for theſe arethe well 
growne fruits ofthe Apoſtles doarine Let all things 
be done decently & in Order, There is church decen- 
cie,where is no lightneſſe;and there is church-order, 
whereis no confuſion: and therefore frequenters of 
woods for churches haue no church-decencie. For 
a ſuppoſe of their owne pates ringsthem a pealeto 
frequent wood; that idolatrous Temples muſt neves 
be frequented, if once idolatrous: and yet religion 
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being reformed, thoſe temples( though once idola- 
trous) are againe to be frequented to worſhip God 
with holy worſhip. So Catvin,Peter Martyr, Bea, 
Bucer, and B.tewell: And to convert idolatrous tem- 
ples into Chriſtian Temples was the praGtiſe of the 
Primitive Church at 179 yeare after Chritin king 
Lucius daies. There is no church-order,where is con- 
fuſion, where the ſame preacher,or teacher doth con. 
tradict one dodtrine with an other, & contradictions 
of doctrines arein Thomas Cartwright , as Doctor 
Whitewift bach oblcrued, And there are contradicti- 
ons in Bellermtne,and his fraternity : for there are 37 
generall parts of doctrine, and 2 39 particular do. 
Arines in which one Romaniſt contradicts an other, 
as Parexs hath obſerued in his Trenicam. There is 
church-decency,where the church,and euery part of 
the church is kept ſeemly. And there is church order, 
where ſuperiors are in ſuperior places, equalls in c- 
qual places, inferiors in inferior places, And there is 
no church-decency,where ruine,negle&t,duſt,and fil- 
thineſſe are Church-keepers: this is almoſt cultoma. 
ric in theſe daies. A wood, a priuateconuenticle, a 
factious ſeR, I feare, is more ſolemnly frequented in 
many places inthis land , thanthe Church of God, 
And there is no Church order, where Superiors are 
made inferiors, Kings to caſt their Crownes at the 
feet of Schiſmatiques, ſchiſmatical! Paſtors: yet thus 
M.Thomas Cartwrizht would haue it: And hee calls 
the Deane of a Carbedrall Church, the Canons, the 
Major,and Minor Prebends, the Chauncellour, the 
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Chaunter,the *Piſtel/ers,aud Goſpellers,hee ynman- 

nerly calls them alt Abbi-lubbers. Thus what church- 
order hath eſtabliſhed, hee with a word of diſgrace, 
would put downe againſtall order, There ſhould be 
decency and order obſerued in performing Gods ho- 
ly worſhip, (which isthe common prayers)And this 
is repron'd by fome , by others tis embrac'd, bur tis 
with a running reverence: by others tis cut off in the 
middle tothe diſhonour of God, and his Church: 
by others tis mumbled vp in an vnkowne tongue, as 
it Papiſts were vnwilling that all ſhould knowe what 
they ſay vato God, yertevery one had religion inhis 
owne rongue, AQ. 2,Tis decency, & order ,that we 
ſhould ſtand vp at the rehearſing of the Apoſlles 
Creed,to (1gnific,thatwe doc, and will ſtand to our 
faith:but this ſtanding vp, ſome doe maliciouſly op- 
poſe, and this handing vp others doe vawittingly 
negle&. The Fonts the commanded place for bap- 
tiſme, yet ſome doe baptize in Wells,in Brookes, in 
Rivers,&c.to defend,to yphold a factious ſpirit , Tis 
decency, and order to edify the Church : but ſome 
care for no edifying.Tv beleeue as the (hurch beleeues 
this forme of words, is faith cnough: andthe beſt of 
that falſe belecuing fide , are afraid of eflentiall and 
demonſtratiue expoſition of the infallible rules;of 
expoſitionzthe ſcripture being granted to- be the on- 
ly axiomarticall principle of faith, The learned rules 
ofexpoſicion of Scriptures,which neither S. Auine 
nor any other father hath expreſs precepto z theſe 
tales Papiſts dare not follow . Some reſpe& only 
Y the- 
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the fatious edifying, well knowen to the faQious 
brethren by oppoſing Church-decency , and order. 
But beyond this edifying they neuer intend to pro- 
cced,like S.Pau!s lilly women, who are ever learning 
but newer able t0 come to the knowledge of the truth. 
And therefore the able gratious practiſe of the 
church is neglected by them. A father of the church 
muſt not beheard in his owne language, becauſe that 
ſpends time,and doth not edify, And church-Organs 
the muſicall inſtruments of the churches gratious pra- 
Qiſe,are tedivus to them, becauſe they doe not edify. 
To ring the Church-bells in peale on the Lords day, 
this the ſaperatiſts call protaning of the Sabbath. 
And tis their ignorance, being vnable to tell the diffe- 
rence berweene the worlds fcruile workes, which are 
forbidden by the fourth commaundement, and be- 
eweene Churches muſicall works, which in their due 
time done,doe praiſe the Lord, Tis Church-decency, 
and Church. order,that the ſcriptures be taught lear- 
nedly,and grauely:but now the children of the Pro- 
phetrs goefor Church-DoGtors:and a Mechanicke, a 
PEE is receiued amongſt the PerfeQiſts 
for a law-tull preacher, if theirnon-Ecclefaſticall ſpi- 
ritcalls him: yetthe Text ſayth, No man taketh this 
honour unto himſelfe, but bee that ts called of God, as 
was Aaron. Hebr. 5.4. Bur one will obiet, whar 
meanes all this diſcourſe , but to occafjon appearing 
of evill, and to giue offence to the weake brothers 
conſcience ? Bee not deceiued; here is no appearing 
ofeuill:no offence, Here is nothing, but Church-de- 
cency 
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cency,& Church-order, which neither appearcevill' 
nor are they any offence for appearance of evill, and 
offence are oppoſite to: theſe well gouerningand 0- 
beying properties-And who are the weake brethren? 
Thomas Cartwrights Diſciples? In their conceipts 
there are none ſo godly , none ſo holy inthe Chur- 
ches of God. Thus farre I hane followed an'voaſeem- 
ly,a diforderd company. This was the cauſe,that you 
ſhould knowe who are the vndecent, and the irregu- 
lar in our Church, that you may avoid them. I com- 
mend the decency and orderofthe church ynto you: 
and doe exhort you in the words of $,Paw/e, 1,Cor. 
1.10, Now 1beſeech you brethren by the name of our 
Lord leſus Chriſt that yee all ſpeake the ſame thing, 
that there be wo dvifan among you , but that yee bee 
toincd per fettly together in the ſame minae, and in the 
Jame indgement. And doe you afſaredly belecue that 
Non-conformiſts haue not the ſpirit of God to guid 
them, For theyare the troubleſome inventers of di- 
viſion. For whereas there is envying, and ſtrife, and 
diuifions among them, are they not carnall : While 
one ſaith, T am of Paa/, another I am of Apollo, whilſt 
they will hearenone,but a diuifion making preacher, * 
are they not carnall? S.Pau/ (aith, that they are carnal 
1.Cor, 3. 3.4. ButI haue taught you betterthings, 
then to be carnall, Here is church-decency to cleanſe 
the Lords houſe, & to beaurify ir: & therefor learne 
to be decent wirh church-decency , Here is church-: 
order to ſet all things vniformely in Gods holy tem- 
ple,& therefore learne church-holy orders that you 
may; 
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may be decent,andin ordered Temples of the holy, 
Ghoſt:thar in this life you may ſo liue together in 
true faith and religious charity; that in the world to 
come o_ may liuve rogether in immorcall glory. 
Which God for his infinite mercy. grant varo all 


drougha leſus. To whom with the Father ond 
the holy Ghoſt, three perſons, anaone immoryall. God 
be aferibed all glory honoar, power, might, /aluation, 
and thankeſetuing this day and for ever. A x »,
